Unusual situations this season have | 


altered the normal pattern of oilseed 
meal production and distribution in 
some sections of the country 

The shortage of cottonseed this 
year, resulting from « drop in cotton 
production to 9,945,000. bales from 


16,128,000 last year, has forced big | 


crushing concerns in the mid-South 
to switch from processing cottonseed 
to soybeans. 

In the southeastern area, vegetable 
oil producers which normally process 
soybeans have stepped up production 
to fill the gap left by the short cot- 
tonseed supply. 

On the West Coast, California pro- 
duction of soybean oil meal has 


reached a volume which permits sub- 
stantial movement of the output up 
the coast to the Pacific Northwest at 
prices below eastern offerings 

Throughout the Midwest, the wide 
spread between soybean oil meal and 
cottonseed oi] meal has reduced de- 
mand for the latter. However, distrib- 
utors report that in most sections 
where cottonseed oil] meal has been 
an important ingredient through the 
years, formula feed manufacturers 
continue to rely on this protein for 
at least part of their requirements 

Soybean oil meal was quoted late 
this week around $61, bulk, Decatur 
while cottonseed oil meal was offered 
at $80@82, sacked, Memphis. 

Boost Soybean Crush 

Several big crushers in Memphis 
are busily engaged in crushing beans 
and are expected to crush many tons 
more than they did during the 1919- 
50 season. 

An official of one of the companies 
said he understands that several mills

WASHINGTON — Officials of the 
Economic Stabilization Administra- 
tion said this week that declaration 
of a national emergency would re- 
sult in a speed-up of their plans for 
controls on the domestic economy 

The President was prepared Dec. 
15 to declare some degree of na- 
tional emergency. 

ESA attention will be aimed first 
at items entering the military pro- 
gram, but the farm commodity and 
food front is not being neglected. 

No immediate price freeze is ex- 
pected to be ordered. ESA officials 
are reported to have prepared a 
plan for (1) first, price restraints 
on materials entering the military 
armament program; (2) extension of 
controls over foods and other items 
as they are prepared; (3) a call for 
industry groups to discuss price con- 
trol orders used by OPA in World 
War II. 

The President was expected to an- 
nounce a decision to move into price 
control on a mandatory basis. All 
hope of voluntary controls was dis- 
carded this week when an automo- 
tive industry committee refused to 
accept “persuasion” controls. 


Farm Price Ocilings 

The U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has completed its estimate of 
the minimum legal farm commodity 
price ceilings, which would be im- 
posed if necessary and ordered 

In the case of commodities which 
sold below parity between May 24 
and June 24, the minimum price 
ceiling target will be parity. For com- 
modities which sold at higher prices 
in that period, the estimated mini- 
mum ceiling is the national average 
by farmers if that 
period represented a genuine mar- 
keting period. Commodities which 
were not sold in that period would 
obtain different ceilings. 

In certain quarters at ESA, it was 
believed that shortly after the dec- 
laration of an emergency and an 
order to speed price controls, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture would an- 
nounce minimum ceiling aims.

Of course, mills 
needing transit or with specific qual- 
ity standards are still buying from 
eastern sources, although the Cali- 
fornia meal is of good quality. Virtu- 
ally all of it is expeller process. 

Another factor influencing the 
West Coast protein market is the 
heavy rains, which have brought al- 
most to a standstill the very large 
movement of oil meals by truck with- 
in the state of California. Crushers 
have been operating continuously but 
have had to confine their output to 
rail shipment because flood condi- 
tions have made highway travel haz- 
ardous. Thus supplies have piled up 
at mills and they have cut prices 
in an effort to stimulate business 
This is true of copra meal, linseed 
oi] meal, sesame meal and safflower 
meal. Even the cottonseed oil meal 
producers, who have held prices 
steady until now, are showing signs 
of easing their quotations. 

Of course, fish meal at $1.85@1.95 
a unit of protein is a relatively cheap 
protein, and this in turn has held 
down the meatscrap market. Philip- 
pine copra meal is currently be- 
ing offered at $60 or less, sacked, ex- 
dock all charges paid, for December 
and January arrival at West Coast 
ports, and California crushers of raw 
copra have priced their material at 
figures below this in order to pre- 
serve their trade, with the result that 
copra meal in California is available 
at a cheaper price than millfeed. 

No Shortage Seen 

While these developments have af- 
fected the operations of a large seg- 
ment of the feed trade and may cause 
some disruptions in distribution later 
in the season, there is little concern 
over availability of oilseed meal sup- 
plies. 

The government's latest Feed Situ- 
ation report points out that production 
of all oilseed cake and meal in 1950- 
51 is expected to be at least as large 
as the record output of over 8 million 
tons in 1949-50. The soybean crop, 
estimated at about 281 million bush- 
els, is expected to yield a record pro- 
duction of soybean cake and meal of 
around 5.5 million tons, about 20% 
larger than in 1949-50. This, according 
to the report, is expected to offset the 
reduction in cottonseed cake and 
oi] meal output, which may be about 
one third smaller than the 2.5 million 
tons produced in 1949-50. 

Stocks of these products at the 
end of the October-September feed- 
ing year were substantially larger 
than at the beginning

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U.S. Appeals Court Rules in Favor 
of FMA in “‘Area’’ Wage Exemptions 


ST. LOUIS..The Cireuit Court of 
Appeals has upheld the verdict of the 
US. District Court which ruled that 
employees of country grain elevators 
of Fiour Mills of America, Inc. are 
entitled to the agricultural exemption 
from the wage and hour provisions 
of the Fair Labor Standards Act 

In 1949 the Administrator of the 
Wage and Hour Division of the De 
partment of Labor brought action 
against the milling company, claim 
ing that its country elevator employ- 
ees were engaged in the handling of 
wheat as one step in the processing 
of wheat at the company's St. Louis 
mill and were, therefore, not exempt 
from the law which requires such 
employees to be engaged in handling 
agricultural commodities “for mar- 
ket.” 

The original decision in district 
court denied the government conten- 
tion and ruled that the employees 
were handling grain “for market.’ 
The appeals court now has upheld 
that decision. It is not known if the 
government will appeal the case 
farther but it is rewarded as likely 

In upholding the district court, the 
court of appeals in its opinion filed 
ee 5, said 

We think that the country ele- 
ator employees were clearly engaged 

n the handling of agricultural com- 

wodities in their raw and natural 
tate for market rather than for 
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process This follows from the 
fact that when the grain is received 
at the country elevators and han 
died by the employees there nothing 
is known of its destination except 
that ultimately it will move into 
the channels of trade. On the con- 
trary, the intended destination of 
all of the coarse grain handled at the 
elevator is conceded to be ‘for mar- 
ket’ as the phrase is used in the 
section granting the exemption. This 
is also true of such part of the wheat 
handied in the country elevator as 
may be by reason of its grade and 
quality unfit for milling into flour 
As to the remainder of the wheat 
its destination after it leaves the 
country elevator is dependent upon 
a number of factors none of which 
has any relation to the activities 
conducted at the country elevator, 
such as the market price of wheat 
at the time in the St. Louis market 
and while it is stored in the termina! 
elevator, and during the same period, 
the orders which appellee's mill has 
received for flour in the manufacture 
of which the country elevator wheat 
is of the required grade and quality.’ 

The court pointed out that Con- 
gress, in granting the exemption 
was protecting the farmer in the 
marketing of his crops at reasonable 
cost in facilities and at markets he 
was compelled to use. Congress did 
not say, as presumably it would have 
said had it so intended, that if the 
owner of such facilities processed 
some of the product marketed by the 
farmer instead of selling it to third 
parties it would remove employees 
from exemption 

The efforts of the Wage and Hour 
Administrator to eliminate the coun- 
try elevator exemption of flour mill- 
ing company operators would, if suc 
cessful, have widespread effect in the 
milling industry. The grain trade also 
is watching tne case closely, since a 
ruling unfavorable for millers would 
establish a competitive condition on 
wages at country points where both 
mill elevators and grain company ele- 
vators are located

HUGH HARRIS DEAD

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Social Security and the Small Businessman 


HE Social Security Act amend- 

ments of 1950 make many 

changes in the federal Social 
Security Act of value to small busi- 
nessmen. The most important of these 
changes is the inclusion under the 
act of businessmen who operate their 
businesses as individuals or as part- 
ners. Heretofore, only employees, in- 
cluding corporation managers, have 
enjoyed the advantages of coverage. 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Congress this 
year adopted Social Security Act 
amendments which will bring retail- 
ers and other individual businessmen 
under coverage of the act. In the 
accompanying article, Mr. Witte, a 
member of the University of Wiscon- 
sim economics department staff, 
points out that the amendments make 
changes of value to small business- 
men. He explains the social secur- 
ity taxes they will have to pay on 
their operations after Jan. 1, 1951, and 
the benefits they will eventually re- 
ceive. The article is an abstract of a 
talk by Mr. Witte at the first Nutri- 
tion School for Feed Men at the 
University of Wisconsin. 


Now, individual entrepreneurs and 
partners also will be covered, with 
stated exceptions among which are 
not included the proprietors or part- 
ners in any retail or wholesale busi- 
nesses. 

Coverage means, first of all, hav- 
ing to pay social security taxes. All 
businessmen have heretofore been re- 
quired to pay such taxes on the wages 
and salaries paid all their employees, 
up to $3,000 a year per employee 
On their operations after Jan. 1, 1951, 
they will also have to pay the old age 
insurance tax on their own net earn- 
ings as self-employed persons and on 
the distributive share of net partner- 
ship income attributable to the con- 
duct of a trade or business. 

The maximum earnings on which 
the tax is to be computed, beginning 
with the year 1951, will be $3,600 a 
year, instead of the prior $3,000. The 
rate of tax will remain as at the 
present, 1%% on employers and em- 
ployees, until the year 1954, after 
which it is to be gradually increased 
to a maximum 3% % on each in 1970.

On and after that date 
the Association of Official Agricultural Chemists, the Association of American Feed Control 
Officials, and other official bodies will recognize the potency of vitamin D, containing products 
only in terms of the LC. (International Chick) unit. 

Therefore, supplements that supply vitamin D, either with or without vitamin A in combination, 
may be reduced 25 per cent in terms of LC. units and still deliver the same vitamin D activity, 
with usage levels per ton of feed unchanged. 

Maintenance of the higher potencies in LC. units would prove awkward and confusing in con- 
nection with reductions in recommended vitamin LD, allowance as announced by National Re- 
search Council and shown in the following table:

businessmen who have not heretofore 
been eligible to benefits, and their de- 
pendents and survivors eligible to 
benefits as early as July 1, 1952, if 
they have by that time attained age 
65 and in the case of dependents and 
survivors meet the other conditions 
of eligibility I have mentioned If 
they have quarters of coverage al- 
ready by reason of prior employment 
or were with the armed forces in 
World War II, they may attain eli- 
giblity as early as January. On the 
other hand, a “fully” or “currently’ 
insured status can subsequently be 
lost by dropping out of business and 
employment in employments to which 
the law applies, as eligibility depends 
upon quarters of coverage and “fully 
insured’ ‘status upon being able to 
establish coverage in half of the quar- 
ters after Jan. 1, 1951. 


Amount Increased 

The Social Security Act amend- 
ments of 1950 also very materially 
increase the amount of the benefits 
although these remain far below suf- 
ficient for full support. Primary bene- 
fits (to retired fully insured persons) 
have heretofore averaged $21 a month 
for women and $27 a month for men 
This average, it is estimated, will be 
increased to $37 for women and $47 for 
men in the first year of the law and 
to an ultimate average of about $50 
for all primary beneficiaries. Wife's 
benefits will average a little more 
than half of the primary beneficiary 
benefits, widows’ and children’s bene- 
fits a little more than that. The total 
benefits will be at least 80% greater 
than under the prior law, but the 
average benefit to primary benefi- 
ciaries will be but little more than 
the average grant under the state old 
age assistance laws, which are made 
to old people in need who have made 
no direct contributions to the costs 
of these benefits. 

Businessmen will get somewhat 
higher benefits, as their earnings are 
above the average earnings for the 
entire population. But benefits in- 
crease relatively little with increased 
taxable earnings and additional years 
of coverage. While the benefits pro- 
vided will be far from adequate for 
full support, they will give practically 
all persons who can qualify for bene- 
fits far more than they will have to 
pay in taxes. The cost of the benefits 
provided under the amended act is 
estimated by the actuaries to be 
slightly in excess of 6%, computed on 
the flat premium basis which com- 
mercial insurance companies all use, 
without any loading for administra- 
tion and other overhead costs. But 
it will not be until 1970 until the 
combined tax rates for employed per- 
sons will reach that figure, and the

Alfalfa Market 
at K. C. Reported 
Strong and Active 


The alfalfa market at Kansas City 
was strong and active during a re- 
cent period, according to the Produc- 
tion and Marketing Administration 
market news service. 

Prices underwent some readjust- 
ment during the week's period and 
averaged around $2 ton higher com- 
pared with quotations a week ear- 
lier. Offerings were moderate, with 
only 25 cars included in the week's 
arrivals. Demand was good, and there 
was some competitive bidding by 
dealers for supplies 

The best demand was for the top 
quality offerings. However, good in- 
terest was displayed in the medium 
and lower grade offerings 

Sales for the period included one 
car at $38, one at $35, two at $32, 
two at $30 and one each at $28, $26, 
$25 and $23 ton. Revised nominal 
quotations by grade: No. 1 extra 
leafy $36 and up, No. 2 extra leafy 
$33@35.50, No. 1 $30@32.50, No. 2

AUBURN, N.Y.—George J. Nicht, 
feed dealer located at 23-27 Water St. 
here, has developed a unique type of 
newspaper advertising that has won 
a wide following among residents of 
the Auburn area. 

Mr. Nicht has had experience with 
different types of advertising for 
more than 30 years and his firm cur- 
rently spends about $5,000 a year on 
publicity. He has come to the con- 
clusion that the feed dealer should 
write his own advertising copy to 
make his customers feel it is a per-

sona] message from the proprietor. 

“Don't let anyone write your adver. 
tisement,” says Mr. Nicht. “Write it 
yourself. Don't be afraid. Sit right 
down and make believe your custom- 
ers are there in front of you They 
will appreciate hearing from you.” 

Mr. Nicht’s periodic ads in the 
Auburn area newspapers stress 
chatty, informal copy in which the 
feed dealer uses a conversational ap- 
proach to tell his customers about 
his merchandise. He speaks with dis- 
arming frankness in his ads and 
employs humor extensively. 

A firm believer in the necessity and 
power of advertising for the average 
feed dealer, Mr. Nicht says “advertis- 
ing is the greatest barometer to your 
Standing.” He remarks that when a

“Even the churches depend on ad- 
vertising,” he pointed out. “They ring 
the bell to let the public know it's 
time to get ready. “So feed dealers 
should ‘ring the bell’ to the consum- 
ing public, letting them know they 
are ready to serve.”

Inspiration for his unique type of 
ad copy which he uses today came 
from a fishing trip some years ago, 
Mr. Nicht related. He sat in a row- 
boat and could see down in the clear 
water where two bass approached 
his hook, sniffed of the bait 
then backed away 


Learning from Fishing 

“They did that several times,” Mr. 
Nicht recounted. “I changed the bait 
four times, without results. The fifth 
time, I used larger bait, smearing it 
with everything I had in my lunch 
kit, including mayonnaise and catsup 
This time one of the bass grabbed the 


hook and I landed him—a 3% 
pounder.” 
This incident proved to the feed

The Auburn dealer cautioned that 
“you must be fair, honest and proper 
with your public.

Mr. Nicht believes the public en- 
joys an active business house, “so 
if you place your problem squarely 
before the public, they generally will 
come.” 

Departing from discussion of his 
advertising program for the mo- 
ment, Mr. Nicht stressed the impor- 
tance of good public relations.

“It wants dividends 
which might be in the form of a hand- 
shake, a ‘good morning’ or a tap on 
the shoulder 

“Remember that each customer is 


an individual,” he cautioned. “Be 
there to greet them. They go out of 
their way to see you. Make believe 


they are company, ringing your front 
door bell. Step up and say ‘good morn- 
ing’ and shake hands.’

AVE you ever been in a strange

A credit manager who has had 
many years of experience in han 


dling credit problems told a conven 
thon group that the best place to con- 
trol credit losses is at the time the 
accounts are opened. He pointed out 
that no account should be opened 
until the applicant has proved that he 
is worthy of the credit which he seeks 

The account which is properly 
opened, through a good credit appli- 
cation blank and subsequent investi 
gation, is leas likely to become a col- 
lection problem later on. Wise mer- 
chants are handling their credit ar- 
rangements on a scientific basis 
rather than on guesswork. The ob- 
servation that “he has an honest face 
is not the sole criterion which mer- 
chants use in granting credit

Any 
credit cards which he may have on 
his person will aid you in gathering

The average farmer who asks for 
credit should have a number of cards 
on hie person at the time of appli 


| cation, and he'll undoubtedly be glad 


to show them to the dealer. If he 
doesn't, then there is every reason 
to believe that extra care should be 
exercised in extending credit. 

Get eredit information carly. One 


| very good credit manager says that 


it is often possible to get enough cred- 
it information from the applicant in 
an interview by asking specific ques- 
tions so that the applicant can make 


| a limited purchase that day on credit 


The applicant's answers to the 
questions on an application blank 
cover many points, including, in one 
dealer's setup, the number of acres 
on the farm owned or rented, number 
of cows, hogs, chickens, amount of 
machinery, crops, etc. Also, of course, 
the information includes names of 
banks he does business with and cred- 
it references. 

Amount of credit desired and when 
bills are to be paid. In granting cred- 
it, no merchant should fail to have 
an understanding with the applicant 
as to how much credit he wants and 
how much can be granted him. The 
time when the bills are to be paid 
should also be understood so that 
there is no misunderstanding on this 
score 

If the applicant begins to balk at 
the various specific requirements of 
your credit policy, always remember 
that he cannot buy an automobile, 
appliance, furniture or anything else 
on credit without giving as much or 
perhaps more information of this 
type. In all his credit arrangements 
elsewhere, the applicant knows when 
he must pay and when action begins 
in case he fails to meet his commit- 
ments

Credit signs. By the use of credit 
signs posted at conspicuous places the 
dealer can advertise to his store traffic 
what steps are necessary for the av- 
erage customer to buy on credit. 
Some customers pay cash, do not wish 
to use their credit; others do wish 
to use it. The feed dealer is offend- 
ing no one when he outlines that be- 
fore credit is granted, there are terms 
to be discussed and decided on—just 
as at other stores. 

Established credit is a wonderful 
thing. Many a customer needs to use 
it now and then.

If you ask those in any 
of these groups how feed contro! is 
helpful, they respond with one or two 
personal experiences that reflect an 
interest in this activity. It goes with- 


out saying there is need to bring to- 
gether all of the more important ac- 
complishments of this activity. This 
becomes my purpose-that you may 
realize more fully just what feed con- 
trol encompasses and what it is doing 
for your business

paring it to the activities of a traffic 
cop lurking behind a billboard wait- 
ing to dart out and charge some un- 
suspecting feed man on the flimsiest 
pretext. A different point of view is 
expressed by a feed manufacturer of 
2 years experience when he says, 
"l surely would hate to try to manu- 
facture commercial feeds and put 
therm on the market without the serv- 
ice of control officials.” Another says, 
“The feed control program is the best 
friend the feed manufacturer ever 
had.” That there are varying view- 
points and a need for further know!- 
edge as to just what feed contro! is 
justifies my discussing this subject. 
By way of background, I will dis- 
cuss some of the aspects of our so- 
ciety that serve as the basis of feed 
control. From the standpoint of pro- 
tecting the public from exploitation, 
we live in a country of freedom with 
a tradition and experience of law and 
order. All of us take it for granted 
that in such a nation, we have neces- 
sary protection for ourselves and our 
activities. This protection takes vari-

ous forms from police officers to bank 
examiners. Under the philosophy of 
our republic, we must have inspection 
and control services if law and order 
are to prevail 
Need for Feed Control 

To get closer to the feed industry 
and the necessity for control, stories 
are still] current of the days when 
some formula feeds consisted of a mix- 
ture of reground oat hulls and corn, 
mixed with scoop shovels. Scratch 
feed also was one of the first formula 
feeds. Ground musse! shells and other 
grit were added to scratch feeds until 
they consisted more of grit than of 
scratch 

Then came dairy feeds with various 
components, including ground peanut 
hulls and ground corncobs. So-called

“pure bran” sometimes consisted of 
75% cob and 25% bran 

Farmers who soaked this so-called 
“pure bran’ for hogs found much of 
it would not “soak” but floated on 
top of the water in the barrel. Saw- 
dust, clay and similar items some- 
times appeared as feed ingredients 
With all of this there was little, if 
any, labeling 

Feed control, therefore, was intro- 
duced to insure proper labeling of 
these products, and to question prac- 
tices obviously not to the feeders’ 
advantage or to the advantage of the 
reputable manufacturer. Reliable feed 
manufacturers of that day were in- 
strumental! in developing feed control 
legislation 

Without this support in the begin- 
ning and through subsequent years, 
feed control programs could never 
have been successful 

Unbiased Control a Help 

It is the view of some, that had not 
control laws been passed by the vari- 
ous states the feed industry would 
have had to develop a control system 
in much the same way as other groups 
in industry have tried to do and are 
doing. I am sure you will agree that 
much more is accomplished by having 
an outside, independent, unbiased 
group perform this service than if it 
were supported only by a feed asso- 
ciation. Farmers view feed control 
much as the public considers state 
and federal supervision of banks, in- 
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Rich mines, warm sun and thousands of acres of soft

They expect these agencies to pro- 
tect their interests. Control work by 
independent organizations has in- 
creased the consumers’ confidence in 
the quality of feed products 

Here, in brief, you have feed control 
and its value. It has lifted the feed 
industry from one of suspected sharp 
practices into the realm of ethics 
and sound feed formulation 

My objectives are to show how this 
is done, but first, I point out that in 
the early days feed control work was 
largely policing. Of late years, though 
the policing function is still neces- 
sary, many look upon the activity I 


am discussing as a guidance and ad- 
visory service 
For convenience, I have grouped 


the services of feed contro! under six | 


headings. The first is definitions of 
ingredients. Ingredient standardiza- 
tion is basic to a sound feed industry 


Defining feed ingredients, enforcing 


such standards and constantly check- 
ing quality, provides a basis for legit- 


imate expansion and prevention of | 


fraud. 

There are 277 officially recognized 
ingredients defined in the 1950 year- 
book of the Association of American 
Feed Control Officials. An additional 
43 are tentatively listed. 

Consider the milk by-products in- 


dustry. Before definitions were for- 
mulated and applied, dried skim milk 
and dried buttermilk were sometimes 
blended and labeled as either dried 
buttermilk or dried skim milk, de- 
pending upon the financial advan- 
tage of such manipulation. The rep- 
utable producer did not and does not 
like such practices. Definitions have 
helped to eliminate them. Also, addi- 
tional milk by-products have been 
developed; today there are 15 milk 
products defined in the publication, 
just referred to 

These definitions, as well as all 
other definitions, are subject to con- 
stant review and necessary revision. 


Labeling New Products 


Control must keep abreast of in- 
dustry and establish a satisfactory 


and method of naming feeds contain- 
ing sulfaquinoxaline, phenothiazine, 
nitrophenide, and nitrothiazole is now 
accepted practice. 

Last year the term “animal protein 
factor supplement” was developed 
This seemed the best solution at the 
time, but was not too appropriate as 
subsequent development has shown. 
A month ago it was decided that be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1950, the expression 
“Animal Protein Factor Supplement” 
will be dropped and be replaced by 
the term “Vitamin B. Supplement.” 

A question confronting us at this 
moment concerns the labeling of anti- 
biotics. To avoid an involved discus- 
sion of this, I give you the conclu- 
sion that effective Jan. 1, products 
guaranteed as having antibiotic ac-

The added service of constantly re- 
viewing labels by control officials is 
also necessary to make definitions 
fully effective. Insuring that official 
designations are correctly applied 
is equally important as developing 
ingredient names. 


The Function of Registration 

My second topic is the function of 
registration. All formula feeds are 
subject to registration. Under the 
registration regulations applying in 
most states, the control official serves 
as a “registration officer.” As such, he 
has the authority to approve the 
registration of feeds suitable for indi- 
cated classes of livestock and to re- 
fuse registration when a feed con- 
tains ingredients which are harmful 
or otherwise undesirable. 

In reviewing registrations the con- 
trol official is in a position to consult 
with feed mixers and suggest pos- 
sible modification of formulas before 
registrations are accepted. These pro- 
cedures not only curtail the produc- 
tion of non-nutritious feeds but also 
are an advantage to the well-inten- 
tioned mixer who appreciates such 
advice. 

The requirement that feeds labeled 
for a specific purpose meet such speci- 
fications has resulted in more effi- 
cient feeds being offered to the pub- 
lic. 

Control officials are constantly 
watchful for misleading and exag- 
gerated claims. Nowhere has this 
been of greater importance than in

As soon as it became generally rec- 
ognized that vitamins played an im- 
portant part in nutrition, regula- 
tions were established limiting and 
defining vitamin claims 

This eliminated certain products 
with exaggerated warranties, and en- 
abled the legitimate mixer to com- 
pete on the basis of actual nutri- 
tional merit 

Similarly, when mineral ingredients 
were recognized as essential, reguia- 


tions were established providing for | 


the correct proportions of minerals 
Tolerances were established where 
necessary. These regulations eliminat- 
ed from the market many products 
which were claimed as “cure alls” 
and others that were misleading. The 
reliable mixer was thus enabled to 
incorporate the necessary minerals 
in the preper proportions. 

I would not have you believe that 
perfection has been reached in this 
phase of feed control. We must con- 
tinue to be alert, as the tendency

toward exaggeration is always with 
us. As was recently pointed out, feed 
manufacturers should recognize that 
one of the worst obstacles to progress 
in any industry is an overemphasized 
claim for a product. This is especially 
pertinent to the sale of feeds. A good 
feed has sufficient value to be sold 
on feed-lot results. The whole objec- 
tive of good feeding is defeated by 
exaggeration. 

Having written of ingredient stand- 
ardization and the importance of 
proper registration and labeling, I 
digress momentarily to emphasize 
these two points by illustration. We 
must ever be alert to see to it that 
the proper designations are used and 
that all parts of a label are accurate. 
Only when this is true may the feed 
industry operate in confidence 

Labels involving screenings, as a 
group, are particularly troublesome, 
and so I have selected one of them 
as an example. 

Within the past year, one of our 
feed mixers sent me a sample of a 
product labeled “stock feed.” The in-

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gredients were listed as “choice re- 
cleaned flaxseed screenings, pulver- 

The brand name indicated this 
product as suitable for feeding to 


livestock. From the word “choice” 
in the ingredient list, one would sup- 
pose there is something very special 
about this. “Recleaned” usually means 
cleaned in some way. The designation 
“flaxseed screenings” would imply 
that it consisted of broken or imper- 
fect grains of flax. The word “pulver- 
ized” implies a very finely ground 
material. 

Examination under the microscope 
revealed that it contained no flax- 
seed. The product was composed of 
unground weed seeds, sand and dirt, 
hulls and stems. The material was 
not pulverized as the ingredient list 
indicated. The correct name should 
have been “unground screenings 
waste or refuse” and the ingredients 
should have been listed as “weed 
seeds, stems, hulls, sand and dirt.” 


Field Inspection 

The third point I discuss is field 
inspection. Field inspection service 
checks labels and samples feed. In 
Kentucky we endeavor to visit every 
feed mixer and dealer at intervals 
of not more than six weeks. Some are 
visited oftener. Last year, we made 
over 9,000 calls. Inspectors make cer- 
tain that feeds are labeled in an ap- 
proved manner. The collection of feed 
samples tends to keep every mixer 
keenly aware of his responsibility 
with respect to guarantees. 

Inspectors check weights, prevent- 
ing fraud through short measure. 
Some states and Canada go so far 
as to specify the weights that must be 
used so as to eliminate the selling 
of a 96-lb. bag, in competition with 
a 100-lb. bag. This makes for greater 
equality in competition and mechani- 
cal perfection in plant operation 

Another service of properly trained 
field men in their educational value 
to mixers, salesmen and dealers. Mix- 
ers raise questions on formulation and 
ingredient comparisons. If the field 
man does not have the information, 
he may refer the inquiry to a com- 
petent authority. Distributors place 
confidence in the answers given to 
their questions. Through such con- 
tacts dealers ascertain correct label 
designation and may offer greater 
service to their customers

All that I have mentioned—ingre- 
dient standardization, registration, 
field inspection, laboratory analyses 
and reporting promotes progress in 
the feed industry. With legitimate 
methods as a basis of competition, the 
feed manufacturer has been free to 
approach higher levels of quality. He 
can direct attention to the results 
of feeding experiments as the basis 
of competition rather than depend 
on deceptive methods to give him ad- 
vantage in the market. Making bet- 
ter feeds and keeping abreast with 
experimental results becomes his 
chief means of appealing to his cus- 
tomers. 

The service of feed control just 
described is the very basis of con- 
sumer confidence. With official) inspec- 


thon and testing of feeds, the consum- 
er is able to buy more confidently 
than otherwise. Dairymen and poul- 
trymen know that feeds sold under 
the standards and checks established 
by control officials may safely be 
bought and used. 

This purchaser confidence has un- 
doubtedly had much to do with in- 
creased feed consumption, and has led 
to a better understanding between 
manufacturer and user 

The fact that the consumer is as- 
sured that he is protected cannot be 
emphasized too strongly. If there 
were no contro! officials and no re- 
ports from an unbiased agency, the 
average feeder would show a far 
greater tendency to feed homegrown 
and home-mixed products 

I want to stress the subject of co- 
operating between control officials 
and the feed industry. In reviewing 
the benefits that control work brings 
to this industry, I hope no one has the 
impression that this has been possible 
on the part of the control officials

The success of our various state 
control programs rests in large meas- 
ure upon the extent to which good 
cooperation has existed between in- 
dustry and the states. Without that 
teamwork neither control activities 
nor the feed industry would be on 
the respected plane they are today 
It tis the cooperation between these 
two groups that has counted and 
helped to bring your industry and 
control work to their present promi- 
nent positions. Many branches of ag- 
ricultural industry are regulated by 
state and federal officials, but I know

There are many reasons why this 
return is often too low. You may have 
too much money invested in your busi- 
ness for the sales you get, your equip- 
ment may be in poor shape, your 
help may be inefficient, your customer 
turnover may be too high, you may 
be charging off too little depreciation 
and your net worth may be flooded 
with water, management in genera) 
may be bed.

Is your margin on sales up to 
standard? If you are slipping on 
margin, you are in a bad way because 


sidering the limited net earned in this 
business, the margin does not have 
to slip far to put you in the red. 
However 


mystified many dealers. The explana- 
tion is simple as the saying. One year 
a dealer may sell a high percentage of 
high-margin lines. In that year the 
composite margin for the high-mar- 
gin and low-margin lines may aver- 
age high. The next year, he may sell 
a high percentage of low-margin lines, 
and the reverse may be true even 
though the sales volume has in- 
creased. Watch your margin. Keep 
it up to the standard required for 
profit 

Use ample auxiliary records to 

enable you to get the business 
facts you want in order to conduct 
operations with maximum efficiency 
The financial accounts showing in- 
come and outgo are needed to give 
you the monetary totals on income 
and outgo, to enable you to pay bills 
promptly and to give you accurate fig- 
ures on your financial position. But 
that is all they can do. 

If you are not making enough 
money in the grinding department, 
you can figure the loss by means of 
your financial accounts, but you can't 
determine the reason for the loss. 
This is as important as knowing how 
much you lost because if you can't 
determine the reason, you'll continue 
to lose money. Therefore, you would 
need special forms to tell you how 
many pounds you ground, the costs 
of grinding the poundage so that you 
could arrive at the cost per hundred- 
weight, which when compared to the 
selling price per hundredweight or 
ton would give the profit or loss per 
unit of weight. Knowing this profit 
or loss, you are in a position to pro- 
ceed intelligently in the application 
of necessary correctives. 

Your delivery costs may be too high 
because you cover too large a terri- 
tory. Only by costing the expenses 
per truck can you arrive at the av- 
erage cost per mile. Then check 
against the deliveries made to cus- 
tomers in outlying sections to find 
out if the average order they give 
is enough to pay delivery expenses 
or keep this outlay in safe ratio to 
the sales dollar. Many businessmen 
have found that they earn more 
money when they weed out their un-

C. N. Kimball, president of the Mid- 
west Research Institute, Kansas City, 
spoke on the value of research to an 
industry. He made the rather alarm- 
ing statement that the milling and 
baking industries ranked near the 
bottom in the support of industry- 
wide research. He advocated a defi- 
nite program to discover why people 
are eating less bread per capita now 
before attempting to support high 
cost advertising budgets which may 
not be reaching the core of the prob- 
lem. 

H. M. Henry, development engineer 
with the Kansas City Power & Light 
Co., in a discussion on power and 
power requirements, pointed out the 
extensive use of the Kansas City 
company's power to operate flour and 
feed plants and related industries in 
Greater Kansas City. Thirty-five such 
establishments are serviced by the 
company, he said. 

Seventy-five members and guests 
attended the meeting.

Old age 
insurance costs are not being fully 
met currently, giving as an ever in- 
creasing undisclosed additional! public 
debt and placing greater burdens upon 
our children and children's children 
than they would have to bear if the 
present generation made adequate 
provisions to meet the full costs of 
its own support in old age. That the 
recent amendments are locked upon 
by Congress as being of a stop-gap 
nature only, is indicated by the fact 
that the Senate provided for a study 
of old age security by its Committee 
on Finance and a staff, with a report 
to be made to the next Congress. 
But the Social Security Act amend- 
ments of 1950 have been long overdue 
and are in the right direction.

WINNIPEG-Total potential feed 
grain supplies for 1950-51 are at a 
considerably higher level than in re- 
cent years, as a result of the in- 
creased production of all Canadian 
feed grains this year more than off- 
setting reductions in the carryover 
stocks for oats, barley and rye at 
July 31, according to the Coarse 
Grains Quarterly 

On an all-Canada basis the net 
supply of feed grains available—-ob- 
tained by deducting estimated ex-

50. The net supply of feed grain per 
grain-consuming anima) unit is .76 
tons, approximately 27% greater than 
last year’s 60 tons. This year's level 
has been surpassed in recent years 
only in 1942-43, when the net sup- 
ply per anima! unit was 91 tons. 

Total supplies of oats for 1950-51 
are currently placed at about 465 
million bushels, some 86,000 more 
than last year and the highest level 
since 1945-46. Carryover stocks at 
July 31 were 44 million bushels, down 
about 16 million from the same date 
in 1949, but this year’s production of 
420 million exceeded the 1949 out- 
turn by slightly over 100 million 
Most of this increase is attributable 
to this year’s higher average yield, 
estimated at 363 bu. per acre as 
against 279 last year 

Barley supplies for 1950-51 are 
placed at 192 million bushels, 42 
million more than in 1949-50 and the 


greatest since 1944-45. As in the 
case of oats, year-end carryover 
stocks were below a year earlier, but 
increased production offset the de- 
crease in stocks by a considerable 
margin. This year's barley produc- 
tion, estimated at 171 million bush- 
els, is about 51 million greater than 
in 1949 and some 10 million above the 
10-year average 

Supplies of rye, currently estimat- 
ed at just under 20 million bushels, 
are 2 million below last year’s level, 
but production of mixed grains, at 
73,600,000 bu, is up some 17,600 
from last year.

Emphasis will be placed during the 
next few months on cane blackstrap 
and beet molasses, and any market 
news reports issued during the cur- 
rent production season will include 
only these inedible types of molasses 
Attention will be given also to the 


development of techniques and meth- 


lasses and sugar cane syrups. 

U.S. grades for edible sugar cane 
molasses and sugar cane syrups now 
being formulated will provide the 
basis for reporting market news in- 
formation on these products.

A.0.A.C. VITAMIN UNIT 
USE TO BE ABANDONED 


According to an announcement 
which has been made by the National 
Vitamin Oi! Assn. Inc., effective Jan 
1, 1951, the A.O.A.C. unit of vitamin 
D, will cease to exist. After that date, 
the Association of Official Agricul- 
tural Chemists, the Association of 
American Feed Control Officials, and 
others concerned in this work, will 
recognize the potency of vitamin D, 
containing products only in terms of 
the International Chick unit. It is 
further understood that supplements 
supplying vitamin D,, either with or 
without vitamin A in combination, 
may be reduced 25% in terms of LC 
units, and still deliver the same vita- 
min D activity, with usage levels per 
ton of feed unchanged 

Maintenance of the higher poten- 
cies in LC. units, it is believed, would 
prove confusing .in connection with 
reductions in recommended vitamin 
D, allowance as announced by the 
National Research Council. 

With adoption of labeled unitages 
reduced 25% as LC. units, formula 
feed requirements may be fully met 
in accordance with the revised Na- 
tional Research Council allowances, 
according to a statement which has 
been issued. It is understood that 
there will be no revisions whatever 
in poundage use levels per ton of feed, 
and that the true vitamin D, activity 
of the ration will remain unchanged 

According to current information, 
straight vitamin A oils are not af- 
fected in any way, nor is the vitamin 
A unitage of the A and D combina- 
tions which are outlined in tables 
published by the National Vitamin 
Oil Assn., Inc.

OCTOBER PRODUCTION OF 


FISH MEAL, SCRAP DIPS | 


WASHINGTON — October produc- 
tion of fish meal and scrap in the 
U.S. and Alaska by firms which nor- 
mally account for about 90% of the 
total output, amounted to 30,008 tons, 
compared with 32,257 tons for the 
corresponding month in 1949, accord- 
ing to the commercial fisheries branch 
of the Fish and Wildlife Service. 

During the first 10 months of 1950, 
the quantity of scrap and meal proc- 
essed totaled 184,913 tons, compared 
with 181,902 tons for the cortespond- 
ing period of 1949. 

Imports of fish meal for feed and 
fertilizer for September, 1950, 
amounted to 2,507 tons, compared 
with 2,640 tons for September, 1949. 
During the first nine months of 1950, 
fish meal imports totaled 49,070 tons, 
compared with 37,892 tons during the 
same period in 1949-——an increase of 
29%. 

The quantity of fish oils exclusive 
of liver oils produced in the U.S. and 
Alaska during October, 1950, amount- 
ed to 4,147,955 gal. This represents an 
increase of 17% compared with the 
previous year. The production of men- 
haden oil, which amounted to 472,966 
gal, was 38% less than the yield in 
October, 1949, while that of pilchard 
oil, amounting to 3,134,602 gal. was 
22% greater. 

During the first 10 months of 1950, 
18,602,136 gal. oil were processed 
This is an increase of 4,081,824 gal. 
or 28% above the production for the 
same period in 1949

mean a freeze. Officials believe it 
would serve as a warning to proces- 
sors that these minimum ceilings, 
f imposed, would represent the max- 
imum price from which they could 
expect ceilings for processed prod- 
acts. Purchasers of commodities in 
excess of these levels would obtain 
no relief on end products 

This opinion of ESA officials is con- 
sidered a realistic approach to the 
control program. It is seen that if 
a decision is announced to speed 
price control action, the tendency 
wf commodity prices will be to move 
toward expected ceilings. An officia) 
warning of the minimum ceiling lev- 
els should act to prevent dealings in 
excess of the estimated ceilings 

The term “minimum ceiling” is 
used since dollars and cents ceil- 
ngs cannot be precisely calculated 
at this time. The law requires that 
the legal minimum on most farm 
commodities must be parity at the 
time of imposition of controls 


May Change Suppert Policy 

Proclamation of a national emer- 
gency may substantially a'fer price 
support policy also. Under the farm 
law, the Secretary of Agriculture 
can set price supports at any level 
he sees necessary to bring out ade- 
yuate production. He can set a figure 
of 100% of parity or more. The fore- 
cast is that heavy production in- 
centives will be ordered 

The first move on the food price 
front in addition to a drive to recruit 
personne! is the forthcoming session 
next week of representatives of the 
meat packing industry to discuss 
price control problems with ESA of- 
ficials 

The seeming delay in moving on 
food price controls is attributed to 
three things: (1) ESA advisors have 
concentrated their attention on prices 
of materials and involved in 
the military armament program. (2) 
Most agricultural commodities have 
been selling below parity, although 
now they are, in many important 
instances, nearing that parity line 
and in a few days could burst out 
into the inflation Lack of 
personne! in the food price field has 
prevented any broad consideration 
of this problem 

Hysteria Noted 

Adding to the controversial fuel 
is rising hysteria in congressional 
circles, where leaders are demand- 
ing all kinds of drastic action. De- 
spite this hysteria, ESA officials say 
that declaration of an emergency 
will not alter their plans but will 
merely increase the speed of con- 
trol action 

The price phase of ESA 
will be organized the lines of

While ESA attention will continue 
to concentrate on military items, it 
is planned to bring food industry 
groups in for discussions. These 
groups will be asked to study old

Supply Curtailment 

Scarce off-shore commodities will 

probably be curtailed in non-essen- 


tial civilian production. And among 
the first likely to feel the effects 
of curtailment may be the pet food 

when the government re- 
stricts the use of tin for packaging 
the product. 

USDA has the responsibility of rep- 
resenting essentia) food industries in 
efforts to obtain maintenance and 
operating supplies for their plants 
It is not likely that the government 
will issue any repair and mainte- 
nance orders to procure these sup- 
plies as in the last war. A broad 
plan which would direct distribu- 
tion of critical materials probably 
will replace the simple priority sys- 
tem now being used. 

The announcement that Charles 
E. Wilson, head of General Electric 
has taken over the defense produc- 
tion job means that the food in- 
dustry now should send its best men 
to Washington to help in the con- 
trol operation 

Some economic stabilization advis 
ers are reported to fee) that a feed 
or grain industry man may be the 
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most acceptable head of the food 
price control division. Under OPA 
many difficulties arose when action 
on the basic elements of food was 
sidetracked for the simpler problems 
of processed foods. It is believed now 
that the defense on the food front 
must be prepared by men who know

the genera] maximum price regula- 
tion issued April 28, 1942. Millers 
and wholesalers of feed, after May 11, 
were required not to charge more 
than the highest price charged in 
March, 1942. After May 18, 1942, 
retail dealers also were limited to the 
highest price charged by them in 
March. 

Linseed oil, linseed cake and linseed 
oi] meal and mixed feed for animals 
were exempted from the price regu- 
lation, in which mixed feed was 
defined as a “mixture of a blend of 
more than one feed ingredient for the 
purpose of feeding animals, except a 
mixed feed resulting from the mixing 
of offal from a single grain.” These 
exemptions were made because price 
regulation legislation provided that 
ceilings might not be put on farm 
products that were below 110% of 
parity or below their price level on 
any of three specific dates. The three 
exempted feeds were below parity 
rates. 

An amendment 


issued before the 
effective date of the ceilings added 
to the list of exempted products 
ground grain feeds, defined as “whole 
grains and seeds which are ground 
only for the purpose of feeding ani- 
mals.” 

(Later in the war, various items 
which had been exempted were put 
under price control.) 

In an interpretation issued May 23, 
OPA named various products as com- 
ing under the general price ceiling 
Among them were wheat millfeeds, 
alfalfa meals, dried beet pulp, oat 
milifeed, distillers dried grains, cot- 
tonseed oil meal, citrus pulp, corn 
gluten feed and meal, soybean oil 
meal, coconut meal, brewers dried 
grains, molasses and other commodi- 
ties used for feeding purposes except 
hay, whole grains and seeds, or grains 


and seeds processed expressly for 
use as feed. 

On Oct. 4, 1942, President Roose- 
velt issued an executive order de- 


signed to stabilize prices of agricul- 
tural commodities, wages and sal- 
aries. The order applied 60-day emer- 
gency ceilings on virtually all farm 
produced commodities previously ex- 
empt, including flour 

Unable to complete the task of 
fixing permanent ceilings with the 
limit of the 60-day temporary ceiling 
period, which expired Dec. 3, OPA 
announced that the temporary ceil- 
ings would be made permanent pend- 
ing ultimate revision 


Mixed Feeds 
An amendment to a supplementary 
regulation, effective Jan. 22, 1943 
brought mixed feeds under price ceil- 
ings. The order contained these basic 
provisions: A formula by which each 
manufacturer might arrive at his own 


margins by averaging his margins 
for January, March, May, October, 
November and December, 1942; in- 
clusion of millfeeds, fish meal or 


animal feedingstuffs and soy- 
bean, cottonseed and peanut oil meals 
and cakes at ceiling prices and other 
ingredients at replacement levels; an 
clause by which the seller 
permitted to modify 
prices based on the cost of materials 
for which no price ceilings had thus 
far been fixed 

Mixed feed was defined as a mix- 
ture or blend of more than one feed 
ingredient for the purpose of feeding

Cat and dog 
foods remained exempt, as were the 
commodities listed in the genera! 


maximum price regulation; also 
screenings, and a mixture resulting 
from the blending or mixing of offals 
or by-products from a single vege-

Maximums for each manufacturer 
and private brand dealer were to be 
his present cost plus his own histori- 
cal margin. A fixed markup of $2.50 
ton over list price was allowed whole- 


salers, and one of $7.50 over list 
price was allowed retailers. 

Custom mixers and mineral feed 
manufacturers also came under the 
regulation. 

All classes of trade were required 
to compute their maximum prices 
within two weeks after the effective 
date of the order and recompute 
them weekly thereafter. 


for all factors. 
Pricing Formula 

As noted above, a pricing formula 
for determination of mixed feed man- 
ufacturers’ price ceilings had been 
provided. This formula was the “cost” 
of ingredients and bags, plus a “his- 
torical mark-up.” In the computation 
of “cost” of ingredients, it was the 
plan of this regulation that as par- 
ticular items were placed under price 
control, other than the general 
price regulation, the cost to be count- 
ed on such ingredients was not the 
actual price paid but the maximum 
price the supplier could lawfully 
charge the manufacturer for the 
same per ton in carload lots and de- 
livered at his production plant. 

The initial regulation named the 
items under special] price control reg- 
ulations which could be so counted 
at “maximum price.” As new items 
were brought under special price 
control, it was planned to add them 
to the list of amendments, but this 
was bothersome and in some cases 
neglected. 

Until a new regulation became ef- 
fective in June, 1944, only these in- 
gredients had been listed which 
could be counted at “maximum price” 
(although other items were under 
special price control): corn, linseed 
oil meal, cake and pellets, wheat 
millfeeds, rice milling by-products, 
fish meal or fish scrap, animal feed- 
ingstuffs and soybean, cottonseed, 
and peanut oi] meals and cakes 

Under the new amendment, the list 
was deleted, and a blanket provision 
substituted to the effect that all in- 
gredients subject to price control, ex- 
cept where under the general maxi- 
mum price regulation might be count- 
ed at “maximum price” in determin- 
ing the manufacturer's ceiling on 
mixed feed. 

During 1942 and 1943, OPA issued 
numerous price regulations covering 
individual commodities and trades. 
Many of these removed affected items 
from the pricing provisions of the 
general maximum price regulation 
and set up specific dollars-and-cents 
ceilings. 

Wheat was brought under OPA 
ceilings for the first time Nov. 6, 
1943, when a ceiling was placed on 
soft winter wheat outside the Pacific 
area “to check a rapid rise in prices.” 
This was followed on Jan. 4, 1944, by 
a ceiling on all wheat. 

Dollars and cents ceilings on wheat 
millfeeds applicable to many western 
areas in addition to areas previously 
given specific ceilings were announced 
July 10, 1943. 

On Jan. 13, 1943, by means of a 
temporary 60-day order, the OPA 
froze prices of corn futures contracts 
and prices for cash corn in the rec- 
ognized cash markets at the highest 
level prevailing on Jan. 11. Corn 
prices at the small local markets were 
placed under ceilings generally at the 
highest prices prevailing during the 
period Jan. 8-12. The temporary ceil- 
ing on corn, which expired March 
13, was replaced March 12 under a 
maximum price regulation with dol- 
lars and cents maximum prices ap- 
plying at every stage of distribution 
from the time corn left the farm un- 
til sold to retail dealers. 

Flax was brought under price ceil- 
ings on May 21, 1943, and barley and 
oats Dec. 6, 1943. 

Subsequent to the early regulations 


for 


grain and feed industries came to an 
end in 1946. 


Switchmen

14 and others were asking delays in 
bag deliveries. 

Chicago Board of Trade officials 
said the consignment grain trade was 
badly crippled. Buyers will not take 
hold because of the uncertainty of 
getting delivery 

The striking switchmen, who 
walked out on the excuse of illness, 
so far have ignored army pleas that 
the defense program was being ham- 
pered (the army has been running 
the nation’s railroads since Aug. 27) 
Judge William J. Campbell, in an 
extraordinary night session of Feder- 
al District Court, has issued a tem- 
porary restraining order against the 
brotherhood commanding the union 
to halt the unauthorized strike, but 
late in the day Dec. 14 no attention 
had been paid to the order. 


No Relief Via Truck Lines 

The situation in the livestock and 
feed grain markets cannot be allevi- 
ated by use of truck haulage in place 
of tied-up rail lines because the mo- 
tor carriers are unable to assume any 
increased traffic, it was pointed out 

Authorities spotlighted the serious- 
ness of the situation by restricting 
the movement of all but first class 
mail from middlewestern points to 
Chicago and the East. Yardmen’s re- 
fusals to return to work were begin- 
ning to interrupt passenger service 
Dec. 16 as the walkouts spread from 


Chicago to St. Louis, Washington, 
Cleveland, Baltimore, Alexandria, 
Va., and other points 

Elsewhere, the crisis in domestic | 


rail shipping is reflected in the util 
ization of Great Lakes carriers to 
speed shipments of grain and products 
to eastern storage well beyond the 
normal end of such traffic. Insurance 
on grain boats on the lakes was ex- 
tended a week beyond the normal 
deadline to help meet the emergency 

In Washington, observers report 
more difficulties in expediting domes- 
tic rail and ocean shipping, reflecting 
a lack of coordination in the gov- 
ernment’s handling of the export 
grain movement 

This shipping shortage has in turn 
led to a piling-up of boxcars in south- 
western terminals to a point where 
the delay represents an “almost scan- 
dalous misuse of rail equipment,” ob- 
servers say 

If this condition is not corrected 
it might lead to a demand on the 
part of the administration that all 
grain exports be made by Commodity 
Credit Corp., it is pointed out. This 
warning should not be construed to 
mean that officials at the operating 
level of the Production and Market- 
ing Administration want this to oc- 
cur. They do not, but it is feared 
that unless some strong coordinat- 
ing official of recognized stature 
takes over, some arbitrary or hasty 
decision made at top policy levels 
might see Commodity Credit Corp 
again in the saddle as the exclusive 
grain exporter 

In Louisville feed and grain dealers 
reported the Chicago strike had all 
shipments of grain and grain prod- 
ucts from Chicago and northwestern 
territory severely restricted. The sit- 
uation is expected to become worse 
if there is not an early settlement of 
the strike 

In St. Louls and the surrounding 
territory, the strike has greatly af 
fected production and shipping of 
grain, grain supplies, feed and feed 


ingredients 
An embargo has been placed on a 
number of inbound and outhound 


roads serving St. Louis, Memphis 
and Birmingham, prohibiting the 
movement of freight east or south 
One large St. Louis flour mill shut 
down Dec. 15 even though it reports 
having ample empty boxcars on hand 
and an ‘ncreased local demand for 
flour, which it is unable to pro- 
duce due to inability to find an out- 
let for the feed which would result 


from production as the demand from 
the truck trade has not materialized 
in proportion and would result in an 
accumulation of millfeed 

Other mills, local and nearby, are 
similarly affected and will probably 
shut down some time Dec. 16. One of 
the largest St. Louis feed manufactur- 
ers is contemplating a shutdown un- 
less it receives switches at its plant 
This manufacturer is hauling some 
supplies from railroad yards by truck, 
but this is not sufficient to warrant 
keeping the plant running 


Feed Mills May Close 

Other feed manufacturers and mix- 
ers, local and nearby, report the same 
conditions existing and contemplate 
closing for the duration of the strike 
One large nearby feed manufacturer 
advises one railroad informed it 
a supervisory crew might be able to 
switch cars to their plant for unload. 
ing purposes, but made no guarantee 

In Cincinnati, the railroad strike 
is not yet seriously affecting grain 
and feed business, but if continued 
for a few days will greatly hamper all! 
operations because of lack of basic 
supplies. Switchmen continue work. 
ing there and there was no indication 
Dec. 15 that they would walk out 

Feed production in Cincinnati will 
continue so long as present stocks 
last, but several mills reported they 
will be shut down early the week of 
Dec. 18 if the strike continues 

A buying rush is foreseen as likely 
to deplete available stocks quickly, 
especially as near-zero tempera- 
tures and more heavy snow is pre- 
dicted throughout the Ohio Valley 

Ample boxcar facilities are on hand 
for outbound shipments to the Fast. 
except Washington, but shipments 
have been stopped to western points 


| Numerous calls were reported from

Announce Fellowship 
in Livestock Feeding 
@ Award to Be Made 


at Cornell University 
to Graduate Students 


ITHACA, N.Y.--A graduate fellow- 
ship at Cornell University in the 
amount of $500 for qualified students 
majoring in livestock feeding has been 
announced. Prof. Frank B. Morrison, 
former head of the anima! husbandry 
department at Cornell, has estab- 
lished the fund to promote research 
in livestock feeding and nutrition 

The award, to be known as the 
Morrison Fellowship in_ Livestock 
Feeding, is open to foreign or native 
students with major consideration 
given to their qualifications for grad- 
uate study and need. A committee 
composed of the head of the animal 
husbandry department and professors 
in charge of the livestock courses 
and the general course in livestock 
feeding shall make nominations to the 
graduate faculty. 

A recognized authority on anima) 
nutrition, Prof. Morrison has been 
working with the problems of live- 
stock feeding since his student days 
at the University of Wisconsin. His 
interest has included sole responsibil- 
ity, since 1915, for revising and pub- 
lishing “Feeds and Feeding,” called 
the most widely used textbook in the 
field of agriculture. Prof. Morrison 
has always worked closely with 
graduate students and says he hopes 
the fellowship will serve to further 
research in animal nutrition 

In addition to extensive work with 
livestock feeding problems in the U.S 
Prof. Morrison has traveled to many 
parts of the world studying livestock 
industries, rehabilitating others and 
making suggestions for the improve- 
ment of livestock conditions at the 
request of numerous foreign govern- 
ments and livestock associations 

Prof. Morrison has contributed 


$12,000 for the endowment fund and 


will increase the amount next year 


While he may add to the endowment | 


from time to time, contributions may 


also be made by others.

A fair to good demand for formula 
feeds continued in the central states 
but a strike of railroad switchmen 
at Chicago tied up outbound ship- 
ments and blocked deliveries of in- 
gredients and grain At least one 
plant in the Chicago area was shut 
down by the strike, and others re- 
ported curtailed shipments 

Dealers in central states and east- 
ward reported continued demand for 
dairy and cattle supplements, due to 
lack of outdoor grazing.

Poultry rations moved steadily, al- 
though not in the volume anticipated 
earlier, due to easy broiler prices and 
none-too-profitable turkey returns 
Gyrating egg prices have had little 
effect on the demand for egg mashes 
Retail egg prices hit a high of $1.10 
doz. in Chicago stores, but later fell 
sharply to average in the 80@90¢ 
range by the end of the week. Cold 
weather, moulting and delayed pro- 
duction of pullets contributed to the 
egg strength 


Below Freezing 
Weather Boosts 
Ohio Valley Trade 


What the old-timers are describing 
as typical winter weather continues 
throughout the Ohio Valley, with sub- 
freezing temperatures and snow fall- 
ing for several hours almost daily 
Consequently, cattle must be kept un-

Demand for all types of feedstuffs 
remains steady, with dairy feed lead- 
ing in sales.
